London, January 10, 4:30 a. m.—The war 
office has neither contributed any light 
on the situation itn Natal since Sunday, 
nor allowed the dispatches of correspond- 
ents to get through. Consequently the 
facts of the situation are replaced by 
conjectures; and the impatiéace of the 
public pours itself into a discussion ot 
the conduct of the war and of what 
might have been done or ought now to 
be done. 

The ‘Morning Post demands that the 
forces afield, afloat and in preparation 
shall be increased by 65,00) men. To this 
end-it urges that all the trained men the 
country possesses—militia and volunteers 
—shall be called out, asserting incidental- 
ly that, although the attitude of other 
powers is correct in the diplomatic sense 
of the word, an invasion, if attempted, 
would be sudden, and that now is the 
time to apprehend contingencies. 

The Daily News editorially defines the 
public opinion of the continent as “in a 
state which should not be ignored.”’ 

It calls for ‘‘greater vigilance than ever 
on the part of those sha «gener for the 
efficiency. of the navy,’’ and urges ‘“‘cau- 
tious, circumspect and business-like diplo- 
macy.”’

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Misrepresentation and Its Aim. 

There are a number of newspapers 
which, while professing devotion to 
democratic principles, are most bitterly 
opposed to what they term “Bryan- 
ism.” If they were compelled to explain- 
what they mean by ‘“Bryanism” they 
would admit that they mean the princl- 
ples and doctrines set forth in the 
democrtic platform adopted at Chicago. 
In other words, they profess to be 
democrats, but conceal their opposition 
to democratic principles behind the 
vague and unmeaning term of, “Bryan- 
ism,” for if ‘“Bryanism” is not démoc- 
racy, it is nothing. The only thing 
that gives Mr. Bryan prominence in 
the democratic party is his devotion 
to democratic principles and his ability 
to explain and defend them. : 


The rostrum referred to by The New 
| Orleans States was ‘that which Mr. 
'Rrvan and Mr. Uowell spoke from at 
| Barnesville, on-.the 4th of last July, 
when the latter introduced the former. 
| Here is the pith of what Mr. Bryan 
| said on the Philippine question: 
| You ask me what we can do. My 
| friends, it is easy to know what to do. 
When this question came up, we prom- 
| ised the people of Cuba their independ- 
/ ence, ‘and because we did it there is 
| peace there today, and they are helping 
/ us to onganize a stable government, We 
could have promised to the Philippines 
the same thing that we promised to the 
| people of Cuba; and the Bacon resolution 
embodying the very thing that we prom- 
tisea to the Cubans came so near passing 
that it required the vote of the 
| president to defeat it. (Applause.) 

If the people of the Philippines had beén 
| assured that we were coming, not to de- 
| prive them of their independence, but to 
| help them t) form a government of their 
| own, I believe there would be no trou- 
| ble there now. 
| Jf the same message 
| Cetaha the assurice of 
| had given to the people of the Philippines 
that assurance, not a drop of blood of our 
soldiers would have been shed, (Appilause.) 
Senator Bacon’s resolution was iniro- 
duced before hostilities began, and had 
it been passed, and the president adopted 
this policy, I believe our volunteer sol- 
diers would have been’ at home now, 
without the necessity of sending regu- 
lars to take their places. 

In introducing Mr. Bryan, Mr. How- 
ell said, in part, in referring to the 
Philippines: 

Three courses are open to us: First, 
to pull down our flag, withdraw our arms 
and leave the people and the property 
which providence put at ieast in our tem- 
porary Keeping to the wreck of revolution 
and the damnation of ant&’rchy. Second, 
to declare it to be our fixed purpose to 
forever hold the Phipippines as an inte- 
gral part .of our government, maintain- 
ing the supremacy of our flag by the 
force of our arms until the end of time. 
Third, and best, to extend to the people 
of the Philippines the assurance we gave 
to the people of Cuba, pledging our na- 
tional faith that When they are able to 
maintain their own independence they 
Shall have it, and that in the meantime 
the protecting arm of the mother of re- 
publics shall be exerted in behalf of the 
establishment of a stable government in 
the Philippines. 

It will be observed that Mr. Bryan 
was discussing. what might have been 
done—what should have been done—it 
a democratic policy had been carried 
out. His introducer made brief refer- 
ence to facts as they existed then and 
as they exist today, and there is not a 
word in the Buffalo address contradic- 
tory of or antagonistic to the remarks 
made at Barnesville in introducing Mr. 
Brvan. 

There is but one way to look at the 
Philippine question as it presents itselt 
today, and that is to look at facts as 
they exist, and to treat them accurd- 
ingly. We believe that a sound demo- 
cratic policy would have prevented the 
war that has been going on in the 
island of Luzon; but that belief is, in 
the nature of things, an assumption—

AARON FRENCH. 

Aarcn French, the prominent Pennsyl- 
Vania millionaire who has taken such an 
active interest in the progress of the 
Georgia School of Technolagy has made 
it possible for the doors of the school to 
be opened to applicants for admission to 
the gub-apprentice class. 

But tor this generous donation from Myr. 
French it would have been impossible for 
any appticants to enter the sub-appren- 
tice class betore October Ist, owing to 
the lack of founds for the care of a great- 
er number of students than are neuw in 
that class, 

The gift of Mr. French is a direct result 
of the action of the last legislature in 
refusing to make 2n apprepriation to in- 
crease the facilities of the school. ‘inis 
action Was taken alter a meeting »f the 
board of trustees had decided to admit no 
more applicants to the sub-apcvrentice 
class unless an appropriation was made 
for the purpose. 

Thus it is that a Pennsyivanian spens 
io the young men of Georgia the coors 
of the Georgia School of Technology at 
which they would Nave Knocked in vain 
until October Ist, 

This last gift from Mr. French causes 
the total amount of his dogutions to 
reach $16,000, the previous sums being to 
the textile department which was smade 
possible through his kindness and which 
was named after him when completed. 

Growth of the School. 

As has already been related in The 
Coustitution, during the session cf the 
last legislature and after it the schovl 
of technology on account of the lack of 
funds to provide for the large increase in 
the number of students has had to close 
its doors to applicants to the sub-appren- 
tice class. At his time of the year thw 
examinations for the apprentice Class are 
scmewhat advanced and this action of the 
authorities virtually closed the docrs of 
the school to ail applicants at present, 

Failing to receive an appropriation from 
the last iegislature it seerned to the offi- 
cers of the school if the institution 
was destined to cease its onward march 
of progress and increased enrollment un- 


as 


til the next fall session. 

President Hall has received hundreds 
of letters inquiring about the particulars 
for entrance and in reply to each of them 
he has had to send the printed circular 
stating that no applicants for the sub-ap- 
prentice class would be received until 
October 1, 19090. 

Aaron French, whose gift has relieved 
the situation at the school, has been a 
stanch supporter of the institution here- 
tofore. The A. French textile schogl, a de- 
partment of the institution, was named 
for him. He was Kept informed of the 
state of affairs and yesterday sent the 
foregoing telegram ‘to President Lyman 
Hall. 

The announcement of Mr. French's gift 
was received with delight by President 
Hall and the membe:s of the board of 
trustees and will enable them to carry 
out their original plans and prevent any 
delay in the progress of the school. 

The following telegram Was sent to 
Mr. French yesterday:

building in which the textile school had 
been established.

PERMIT FOR A_ BUILDING. 


North Avenue Presbyterian Church 
Will Cost $26,000—Work To 
Begin at Once.

LEGALITY OF ACT TESTED. 


Bland-Allison Law Hanging in the 
Supreme Court. 
Washington, January 9.—A record and 
brief have been recelved by the clerk 
of the the United 
States in a case from the supreme court 
of Michigan that may have a bearing on 
ithe financial question. It is the case of 
Baker vs. Baldwin, in which F. A. Baker, 
a Michigan lawyer, seeks to test the 
constitutionality of the provision of the 
Bland-Allison act making the silver dol- 
lar of 371.25 grains of pure silver a full 
and unlimited legal tender in the payment 

of all debts, public and private. 

Mr. Baker claims that the act of 1873 
establishing the gold dollar of 23.22 grains 
of pure gold as the standard of value 
is the only valid act in existence making 
coined money a full legal tender, and that 
all contracts since entered into payable 
in money without stipulation as to the 
kind of money can be settled only in 
gold dollars or in United States notes 
redeemable in gold. 

He contends that the Bland-Allison act 
is unconstitutional because the bullion 
value of the silver dollar at the date 
of the passage of that act and ever since 
then has been less than the value of 
the gold dollar and that congress has 
“no right under the power to’ issue a 
debased coin and to make an unlimited 
tender where ‘no provision is made for 
its redemption in coin of full value.’’ 

Mr. Baker is an advocate of silver and 
in 1896 was chairman of. the democratic 
state central committee of Michigan, but 
he believes that the new standard of 
value which would result from the resto- 
ration of bimetallism should be adopted 
for future contracts only and that all 
existing public and private debts con- 
tracted since 1873 should be paid in gold, 
unless the contract specifically provides 
for the payment of some other kind of 
money.

Finance Committee Hears Re- 
quests of Cily Departments, 


AIL ASK FOR INCREASE 


Session Held Behind Closed Doors at 
Mayor's Office

PETERS STREET COMMITTEE PRESENT 


Recommendations and Suggestions 
Considered by Finance Com- 


mittee in Meeting at 
the Home of Chair- 
man Pope. 


The finance committee of the general 
council met at the mayor's Office 
terday morning to receive the estimates of 
the different city departments as tO ap- 
propriations jneeded by them for the 
present year, 

The meeting was held in the mayor's 
private office behind closed doors, the 
representatives of each department being 
Called in turn. The attempt 
was kept up even when a delegation of 
twenty citizens from the first ward went 
before the committee in the interest of 
improvement for Peters street. 

The first to go before the committee 
were members of the waterboard. Presi- 
dent George W. Harrison and Commis- 
sioners Erwin, Wilkes and Hillyer, with 
Superintendent Park Woodward composed 
the party that presented the claims of the 
water department, 

Colonel Woodward explained the needs 
of the year and urged the necessity of 
putting in more water mains as a protec- 
tion against fire. The sum of $25,000 was 
asked for this specific purpose. For extra 
expenses for 180, including a _ battery 
of boilers for No. 2 station, a fence around 
the reservior, a shop and foundry at the 
pipeyard and other improvements, $22,500 
was requested, The estimate for running 
expenses wa’ placed at $85,059.75 or about 
$6,000 less than the appropriation of last 
year. G. W. Pratt, representing the 
American Stoker Company, of New York, 
went before the committee to show the 
advantages of placing stokers on the boil- 
ers at the waterworks, claiming that a 
saving of 50 per cent could be effected in 
fuel and heat by their or in 
other words that the stokers would devel- 
Oop a greater capacity with six boilers than 
could be secured with nine with- 
out them. The committee took the matter 
under advisement; in fact, they took ev-

Attorney W. P. Hill, who left Atlan‘a 
some weeks company with a 
Pinkerton detective for Tangier for the 
purpose of bringing back to this country 
Tom Hunter, the defaulting auditor of 
tht Atlanta and West Point railway, is 
expected to arrive in Tangier today. 
Should he reach that pom he will in all 
probability communicate at once with 
the authorities at Washington. 

Mr. Hill left Atlanta some three weeks 
ago armed with requisition papers from 
Governor Candler.. At Washingtone he 
Secured additional requisition papers from 
the secretary of state and left at once 
for New York, from whence he. sailed 
for Morocco. 

Should Mr. Hill’s mission prove success- 
ful he is expected to return to Atlanta 
inside of six weeks with Hunter in cus- 
tody. . 

There is no entradition treaty in force 
between the United States and Morocco, 
but the sullian has consented to surrender 
Hunter as a special coumesy to this ceoun- 
try, and it is not thought that there wil] 
be any trouble about bringing him back, 
Hunter will probably make a strong ef- 
fort against coming back to this country 
and-may set up the claim that he is a 
British subject. 

Hunter's defaleation attracted universal 
aitemtion at the time it was discovered 
and for a time it seemed that he had 
permanemtly escaped. His whereabouts 
were learned through the efforts of Pin- 
kerton detectives and the interested road 
immediately took steps to bring him back 
to Atlanta.

That report would 
throw light on the situation. There is 
a well defined belief in official eircles 
that the national government in 1831 
admitted owing South Carolina $78,000. 
This, with the accumulated interest for 
fifty-nine years, would now amount to 
$350,000. The claim of the national gov- 
ernment against the state is $125,0vv. 
Touching tthe claim of the government 
the governor in his message says: 

As I understand it, the claim of the United 
States government for settlement of $125,000 
of South Carolina bonds belonging to the Indian 
trust fund, and the accumulated interest, is a 
just and honest claim which we ought to pay, 
and which we could pay with our claim against 
the United States government, and have a bal- 
ance to the credit of the state, if we can find 
the testimony to substantiate the claim of the 
state, 

For a statement of the bonded debt of the 
state, your attention is. directed to the annual 
report of the state treasurer. Our bonds find 
a ready sale in the markets of the world ata 
premium, and the credit of the state is good. 

The governor recommends continued 
rensions of civil war heroes and their 
widows. 

As you will see from the report of the comp- 
troller general, there were on the pension roll 
the past year 7,158 pensioners. Of this number 
2,910 are widows of soldiers. The total amount 
disbursed in pensions was $98,675.80. The wid- 
ows were paid $38,412 and the soldiers $69,363.80. 

Dispensary Can Be Bettered. 

There is no ‘question that will engage your 
attention at this session that will demand more 
careful thought and in which there is more 
interest manifest than that of the control of 
liquor. Under the constitution of the state 
there are only three modes allowed for deal- 
ing with this que3tion. ‘‘The general assembly 
may license persons or corporations to manu- 
facture and sell and retail aleoholic liquors or 
beverages within the state;’’ ‘‘or the general 
assembly may prohibit the manufacture and 
sale and retail of alcoholic liquors and bever- 
ages within the state;’’ or it ‘‘may authorize 
and empower state, county and municipal of- 
ficers, all or either, under the authority and 
in the name of the state, to buy in any market 
and retail within the state liquors and bever- 
ages in such packages and quantities, under 
such rules and regulations as it deems expe- 
dient.’’ And in no case shall it be sold in less 
quantities than one-half pint or between sun 
down and sunrise, and it shall not be drunk 
on the premises. Neither can the general as- 
sembly ‘‘delegate to any municipal corporation 
the power to issue licenses to sell the same-.’’ 
Under the last alternative the dispensary law 
is in force. 

Much of the prejudice that has heretofore 
existed against the dispensary law has been 
broken down and many of its most bitter op- 
ponents have come to realize its good feat- 
ures and are ready and willing and anxious 
to see it improved and enforced.’ With certain 
amendments which seem necessary, and which 
will-commend themselves to our good judgment, 
and which should be made at the present ses- 
Sion, and with the proper enforcement of the 
law, it is the best solution of the liquor ques- 
tion yet devised. Whisky has been put under 
the ban and whether you prohibit it, license 
it, or take entire charge of it, the principle is 
the same. Prohibition is very nice in theory, 
but in existing circumstances and conditiens [| 
do not believe it would be practicable. Local 
option would be even worse than prohibition. 
To have prohibition in one county, a license 
system in an adjoining county, and the dispen- 
sary in another would create no end of con- 
fusion and trouble throughout the state. 

I would recommend for your consideration 
the abolition of the state and county boards 
of control. You should elect a state commis- 
sioner. AS an advisory board to the state com- 
missioner, I would suggest the comptroller 
general, th state treasurer and the state 
superintendent of education. I do not deem 
it wise to put the governor or: the attorney 
general on this. advisory board. You might 
add to this board the chairman of the finance 
committee of the senate and the chairman of 
the ways and means committee of the house. 
It would not be necessary for this board to 
meet more than four times a year, and et each 
meeting competitive sealed bids could be sub- 
mitted and opened in the presence of the com- 
missioner and such purchases made as would 
be needed to supply the demand. 

In place of the county boards I would sug- 
gest that the county supervisor, the county 
auditor and the mayor of the county seat town 
corustitute the county board, and that they 
serve without extra compensation. I would 
also suggest that the county dispensers be 
elected by the people as other county officers 
are elected, and for a term of two years.

foot of the way a revelation of vegetable and 
mineral riches. No land in America surpasses 
in fertility the plains and valleys of Luzon. 
Rice and coffee, sugar and cocoanuts, hemp and 
tobacco, and many products of the temperate, 
as well as the tropic zone, grow in various 
sections of the archipelago. I have seen hun- 
dreds of bushels of Indian corn lying in a 
road fringed With banana trees. The forests 
of Negros, Mindanao, Mindora, Paluan and 
parts of Luzon are invaluable and intact. The 
wood of the Philippines can supply the fur- 
niture of the world for a century to come. At 
Cebu, Rev. Father Julio Segrera told me that 
forty miles of Cebu’'s mountain chain are prac- 
tically mountains of coal. Pablo Majia, one of 
the most reliable men on the islands, confirmed 
the statement. Some declare that the coal is 
only lignite, but ship captains, who have used 
it, told me that it is better steamer fuel than 
the best coal of Japan. I have a nugget of 
pure gold picked up in its present form on 
the banks of a“ Philippine creek. I have gold 
dust washed out by crude processes of care- 
less natives from the sands. of a Philippine 
stream. soth indicate great deposits at the 
source from which they come. In one of the 
islands great deposits of copper exist untouch- 
ed. The mineral wealth of this empire of the 
ocean will one day surprise the world. I 
base this statement partly on personal obser- 
vation, but chiefly on the testimony of foreign 
merchants in the Philippines, who have prac- 
tically investigated the subject and upon the 
unanimous opinions of natives and priests. 
And the mineral wealth is but a small frac- 
tion of the agricultural wealth of these 
islands. 

The senator deals with the cereals and 
other products and the export and im- 
port trade of the island and Says: 

Manila, as a port of call and exchange, will, 
in the time of men now living, far surpass 
Liverpool. If we are willing to go to war 
rather than let England have a few feet of 
frozen Alaska, which affords no market and 
commands none, what should we not do rather 
than let England, Germany, Russia or Japan 
haye all the Philippines? And no man on the 
spot can fail to see that this would be their 
fate if we retired. 

The speaker then dealt with the cli- 
mate, civilization and character of the 
natives. He said: ; 

The Filipino is the South Sea Malay, put 
through a process of 300 years of supersti- 
tion in religion, dishonesty in dealing, disorder 
in habits of industry and cruelty, caprice and 
corruption in government. It is barely possible 
that 1,000 men in all the archipelago are 
capable of self-government in the Anglo-Saxon 
sense. My own belief is that there are not 
100 men among them who comprehend what 
Anglo-Saxon self-government means; and there 
are over 5,000,000 people to be governed. I 
know many clever and highly educated men 
among them, but there are only three com- 
manding intellects and characters—Arellano, 
Mabini and Aguinaldo. Arellano, the chief 
justice of our supreme court, is a profound 
lawyer and a brave and incorruptible man. 
Mabini is the highest type of subtlety and 
most constructive mind that race has yet pro- 
duced. <Aguinaldo is a clever, popular leader, 
able, brave, resourceful, cunning, ambitious, 
unscrupulous and masterful. 

Senaittor Beveridge here read to the sen- 
ate extracts from a great number of in- 
terviews with natives and merchants in 
each of the islands. After reading the 
interviews, Senator Beveridge continued 
as follows: 

Here, then, senators, is the situation. Two 
years ago there was no land in all the world 
which we could occupy for any purpose. Our 
commerce Was daily turning toward the orient, . 
and geography and trade developments made 
necessary our commercial empire over the Pa- 
cific. And in that ocean we had no commer- 
cial, naval or military: base. Today we have 
one of the three great ocean possessions of 
the globe, located at the most commanding 
commercial, naval and military points in the 
eastern seas, within hail. of India, shoulder 
to shoulder with China, richer in its own re- 
sources than any equal body of land on the 
entire globe, and peopled by a race which 
civilization demands shall be improved. Shall 
we abandon it? That man little knows the 
common people of the republic, little under- 
stands the instincts of our race, who thinks 
we will not hold it fast, and hold it forever, 
administering just government by simplest 
methods. We may trick up devices to shift 

burden and lessen our opportunity; they 

avail us nothing but delay. We .may 
tangle conditions by applying academic arrange- 
ments of self-government to a crude situation; 
their failure will drive us to our duty in the 
end, 

Senator Beveridge declared that the 
military situation, past, present and pros- 
pective, is no reason for abandonment 
and defended without qualification the 
work of General Otis and said:

Efforts To Keep Peace. 


The Indianian then recounts the work 
of the commission appointed to arrange 
peace terms and.the negotiations up to 
the time when ‘the American sentinel 
fired that now world-renowned first shot, 
which the senator declared was the most 
fortunate shot of the war. He then 
serted that— 

The friendly methods of peace have been thor- 
oughly tried only to make more diffi- 
cult.

Thereis not now andn ever was any possible 
course but ceaseless operations in the-field and 
loyal support of the war at home. Had Agui- 
naldo not understood that in America, even in 
the American copgress, even here in the sen- 
ate, he and his cause were supported: had 
he not known that it was proclaimed on the 
stump and in the press of a faction in the 
United States that every shot his misgnhided 
followers fired into the -breasts of American 
soldiers was like the“volleys fired by Wash- 
ington’s men against the soldiers of King 
George, his insurrection would have dissolved 
before it entirely crystalized. 

It is believed and stated in Luzon, Panay 
and Cebu that the Filipinos have only to fight, 
harrass, retreat, break up into smgll parties, 
if necessary, as they are doing now, but by 
any means hold out until the hext presidential 
election and our forces will be withdrawn. All 
this has aided the enemy more than climate, 
arms and battle. 

I say to those whose volces in America have 
cheered “those misguided natives on to shoot 
our soldiers down, that the blood of these 
dead and wounded boys of ours is on their 
hands, and the flood of all the years can never 
wash that stain away. 

The Filipinos are children utterly incapable 
of self-government. How could they be? They 
are not of a self-governing race. They are 
Orientals, Malays, instructed by Spaniards in 
the latter’s worst estate. They know nothing 
of practical government except as they have 
the weak, corrupt, cruel and capre- 
cious rule of Snain. 

The senator declared the people indo- 
lent and In no way able to compete. with 
Americans and asserted that fortunes 
awaited the enterprising, industrious 
American who would go to ‘the archi- 
pelago. He then described the ‘natives 
as he found them in their various see- 
tions. In outlining a government for the 
islands he said the plan should be simple, 
but strong. Said he: 

We must never forget that in dealing with 
we deal with children.

pine and oriental use; the granting of fran- 
chises and concessions upon the theory of de- 
veloping the resources of the archipelago, and, 
therefore, not by sale, but upon participation in 
the profits of the enterprise; the formation 
of a system of public schools everywhere with 
compulsory attendance rigidly enforced; the 
establishment of the English language through- 
out the islands, teaching it exclusively in the 
schools and using it, through interpreters, ©X~- 
clusively in the courts; a simple civil code, and 
a still simpler crimfnal code, and both com- 
mon to all the islands except Sulu, Mindanao 
and Paluan; American judges for all but 
smallest offenses; gradual, slow and careful in- 
troductionsof the best Filipinos into the work- 
ing machinery of the government; no promise 
whatever of ‘the franchise until the people 
have been prepared for it; al) this backed by 
the necessary force to execute it; this outline 
of gdévernment the situation demands as soon 
as tranquillity is establised. Until then mili- 
tary government is advisable. 

Even the elemental plan I have outlined will 
fail in the hands of any but ideal administra- 
tors. Spain did not utterly fail in devising— 
many of her plans were excellent; she failed in 
administering. 

Better abandon this priceless possession, ad- 
mit ourselves incompetent to do our part in the 
world-redseming work .of ou: imperial race, 
better now haul down the flag of reaction and 
decay thar to apply acadernie notions of self- 
government to these children or attempt their 
government by any but the most perfect al- 
ministrators our country can produce. 

The declaration of independence does not for- 
us to do our part in the regeneration of 
world. If it did, the declaration would 
wrong, just as the articles of confedera- 

tion, drafted by the very same men who sign- 
ed the declaration, was found to be wrong. The 
has no application to the present 
situation. It was written by. self-governing 
men for self-governing men. It was written 
by.men who for a century and a half have been 
experimenting in self-government on this con- 
tirent and whose ancestors for hundreds of 
years before had been gradually developing to- 
ward that high and holy estate. 

The declaration does not contemplate that 
all government must have the consent of the 
governed. The word ‘‘consent’’ itself recog- 
nives other forms. For ‘‘consent’’ means the 
understanding of the things to which the 
‘fconsent’’ is given; and there are people in 
the world who do not understand any form 
of government. 

Mr. Beveridge then declared that we 
had the constitutional right and power 
to govern as we please and under any 
form we please. The senator closed: 

Mr. President and Senators: Adopt the res- 
olution offered that peace may quickly come 
and that we nay begin our saving, regene- 
rating and uplifting work. Adopt it and this 
bloodshed will cease when these deluded chil- 
dren ot our islands learn that this iS the final 
action. of the repres-ntatives of the American 
people in congress assembled. Reject It and 


| the world, history and the American people wall 


know where to rorever fix the awful responsi- 
bility for the consequences that will surely 
follow such failure to do our manifest duty. 
How dare we delay when our soldiers’ blood 
is flowing? 

Hoar Makes Reply. 

Senator Hoar, after Senator Beveridge 
had concluded, took up some points of 
Senator Beveridge’s speech, dwelling par- 
ticularly on the claim that the people of 
the islands were incapable of selt-govern- 
ment. Much of the testimony cited to

est. In many instances there are 
who desired to apply for places of enum- 
erators, but did not know in which district 
they lived. 

It will be observed that the figures rep- 
resent the number of the districts, be- 
ginning with No. 27, Cook’s district, and 
running to 399 and & outside of Atlanta, 
and from No, 40. in the first ward of the 
city, up to No, 8 in the seventh ward. 
This eives Fulton county and the‘ city 
of Atlanta combined fifty-eight enumera- 
tion districts, while there are only 106 
districts in the entire fifth congressional 
district. 

The following interesting statement was 
prepared by Colonel Anderson yesterday 
morning for The Constitution: 

The streets following the numbers in 
the city sub-divisions are the boundary 
lines of 'the respective districts, and it is 
hoped they are sufficiently defined to be 
easily understood by tthe people residing 
within the boundaries described. If they 
are not. if those familiar with the va- 
rious streets of the ‘different wards will 
direct my attention te such inaccuracies, 
I will endeavor to have them promptly 
corrected. It can be done by changing 
streets as boundaries from one district 
to another without changing the numbers 
of the districts. . 

“One enumerator will be appointed for 
each enumeration district, and he must 
complete his work in two weeks. It will 
therefore require active work to do this. 
Men who are physically unable to do 
the work in a thoreugh and correct man- 
ner in that time cannot be appointed, 
as the government will require the, work 
to be done honestly and correctly, the 
people of Atlanta expect it to be well 
done, and it will be my aim and greatest 
pride to have it done in the most thor- 
ough and complete manner, 

“IT have many applications for appoint- 
ment as enumerators, and others will 
yet be made, and those who apply should 
be careful to give the number of the dis- 
trict. ward and street number in which 
they live, aS enumerators must be resi- 
dents of the districts for which they are 
appointed.’’
